The report said relief funds in 


many instances had been diverted 
"to- political ends." 


Senator Hatch

working. on two measures designed 
to check political maneuvering by 
government workers. One would 
bar political activities by federal 
employes- other than those in elec- 
tive or policy-making positions. The 
other would place restrictions on 
both federal workers and on state 
employes whose salaries were paid 
in part from federal funds. 


Senator Barkley (D-Ky.), the ma- 


jority leader. said the campaign 
committee's recommendations

restrictive legislation would be re- 
ferred to the senate elections com- 
mittee.

Nevertheless it is possible that 


appeasement can still be made to 
work for some time to come. There 
will be no need to run the risk of 
war'if Mr. Chamberlain can con- 
tinue to concede not things, not real 
estate, but power—that is to say. 


strategically important points which 
render Hitler and Mussolini strong- 
er, Blrtaln and France weaker. It, Is 
true that nobody wants a war, and 
if Britain and France •will adblcale 
.gradually but steadily their position 
in Europe and 
the world, that 


should, by all reasonable calcula- 
tions, provide sufficient appease- 
ment to avert the catastrophe of a 
general war. 


But at some point in the retreat, 


when their powers of resistance 
have become still more impaired, 
the British and French people may 
realize that they are not giving 
away things but their sovereign- 
ty and perhaps their very independ- 
ence. If they should then decide 
that they will yield no more the sit- 
uation will become even more criti- 
cal than it was in September. For 
at that point Mr. Chamberlain 
would have no concessions he could 
make in order to continue the pol- 
icy of peace by, appeasement.

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THE NEW ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
In selecting former Governor Murphy 


as Attorney-General the President made 
a wise choice judged by the mental equip- 
ment of the appointee. 


Mr. Murphy has been prosecutor, judge, 


mayor-of Detroit, High Commissioner of 
the Philippines and Governor of Michigan. 
In all of these positions he was easily the 
mental master of the office. He has high 
capacity for excellent work, 


The dark mark against him, and that 


undoubtedly caused his defeat as gover- 
nor, relates to John L. Lewis' importation 
from France of the sitdown strike. It 
wasn't the first thing 
imported 
from 


France that was found worthless after the 
gloss was rubbed off. It may be noted in 
passing that the President of the French 
Federation of Labor recently declared that 
French public opinion is opposed to that 
form of outlawry and that even a large 
share of the workers in France have no 
taste for it. 
& 


But Mr. Murphy had to meet it as a 


sort of pioneer, and something slipped, 
exactly what is still shaded in some doubt. 
-TSThen strikes broke out in Michigan vio- 
lence threatened like licking flames. When 
the Michigan courts issued an order 
against the sit-down Mr. Murphy deliv- 
ered his ultimatum to the CIO to get the 
men out of the plants byJa certain hour 
or he would enter and evacuate. When 
the hour arrived, Mr. Murphy did not car- 
ry through his promise. Why? 


In order to answer that interrogatory, 


and in fairness to Mr. Murphy's vacil- 
lation, the picture at Washington must not 
be overlooked. Mr. Roosevelt, safely in 
Lewis' big hands, weakly refused to make 
* atatement about the sitdown when, had 
he taken a bold-and decisive stand, re- 


. sponsible labor leaders would have han- 


dled their men accordingly. Instead, the 
doubly weak Secretary of Labor advanced 
the high legal opinion that mayfa.e a sit- 
down was not unlawful after all. She 
should have followed up with the state- 
ment that neither is rape, robbery or 
murder. 


That was the situation that Mr. Mur- 


phy had to face. And because he re- 
treated a bit and for a tune, whether to 
save violence and bloodshed or to muse 
with himself, collect his thoughts and de- 
termine upon a policy, we cannot say. 
But -we incline to the opinion that the im- 
mediate employers involved as well as the 
workers were, in the innermost cockles 
of their hearts, happy the matter was so- 
berly terminated by patience even if the 
law were wrenched a bit. 


Ever since the tragic death of Sena- 


tor Walsh on the eve of his acceptance of 
the Attorney-General's office that posi- 
tion has been in semi-disgrace. With Mr. 
Murphy it is bound to be directed with 
first class ability.

About a year ago when it was ascer- 


tained that Mr. Roosevelt had profited a 
large sum, probably several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, by printing a book prepared 
upon his time as President, and criticism 
began to roll in, there finally came frpm 
the White House the declaration that the 
money would be used for "a philanthropic 
purpose." 


Recently the President announced that 


the money would be devoted to putting 
the Roosevelt Hyde Park estate in New 
York in such shape as to hold the per- 
sonal correspondence and records of the 
Roosevelt administration 
and 
thus be 


made into a national memorial. 
Presum- 


ably he will retain some of the money and 
"sell" the estate, which is a white ele- 
phant, to the government. 


The word philanthropy comes to us 


from the Greek 
and 
signifies "loving 


mankind" and as used in our language de- 
notes gifts or acts for the especial bene- 
fit of mankind. 


Mr. Roosevelt who takes as great priv- 


iliges with the use of language as he does 
with the treasury was, of course, using 
the word in a Pickwickian sense much 
as he uses the word liberal. In fact, for 
our Olympian gods, as in ancient mythol- 
ogy, we sho.uld furnish an entirely separ- 
ate language from that used by the dusty 
members of the hoi polloi. 


The President could have turned over 


his private papers to a number of insti- 
tutions already created and with ample 
capacity to handle them even including 
the Congressional Library. He chose in- 
stead lo create for himself a companion 
piece to Mount Vernon so that for ages to 
come there might be an additional shrine 
besides Washington's at which Americans 
could gaze on vacations.

New '1'ork—Stooging has become Big Busl- 


ness in its own right. In some cases stooges have" 
become even more famous than their bosses. 


A stooge is a performer who acts as a foil for 


another actor. 


His primary job is to "feed" laughs to the 


boss. Sometimes he sits in the audience, gener- 
ally in a box, and heckles the performer, thus 
provoking laughter. 


Phil Baker, the accordion-playing comic who 


once was a vaudeville partner of Ben Bernic, 
was one of thc earliest comedians to use a 
stooge. Sid Silver stooged for Baker for several 
years before branching out on his own and 
winding up, successfully, in Hollywood. 


The late Ted Healy was famous for this type 


of assistant. His Three Stooges became so fa- 
mous in their own right that they went into 
vaudeville as headliners. Ken Murray is an- 
other comedian who worked with stooges, and 
it is probably true that one of his stooges— 
"Oswald"—became better known to radio and 
theatre audience than Murray, himself. (Os- 
wald's real name is Tony Labriola.) 


Jerry Franken, writing in The Billboard, lists 


a score or more of stooges who have become 
prominent in the entertainment field. Even Ru- 
binoft", Franken points out, got his start to top 
prominence by stooging for Eddie Cantor—and 
at the start they even had Teddy Bergman pro- 
vide Rubinoff's voice. Bergman is now one of 
the better known performers on air programs, 
and Rubinoff is doing all right, too. 


Sam Pokrass, the composer who has been on 


the coast doing ditties for the films most of the 
year, started out as a stooge, working with 
Jack Pepper. Parkyakarkus (Harry Einstein) 
was a stooge for Eddie Cantor until talent scouts 
grabbed him as a performer in his own right. 
Jimmy Wallington was satisfied -,o be a radio 
announcer until, stooging for Cantor, he saw the 
greater possibilities of that sort of thing. Don 
Wilson is another announcer who gained 
prominence stooging, serving as an excellent 
foil for Jack Benny. Benny is a great employer 
of stooges, using besides Wilson the singer 
Kenny Baker, and the orchestra leader, Phil 
Harris. 


The Billboard even lists absentee stooges, 


such as Bob Burns' "Grandpa Snazzy," George 
Jessel's mother ("Hello, mama"), and Eddie 
Cantor's five daughters.

We know what might happen to

We. no more than 
other nations, can afford to be sur- 
rounded by the enemies of our faith 
and our humanity. Fortunate it is, 
therefore, that in this western hem- 
isphere we have, under a common 
ideal of democratic government, a 
rich diversity of resources and of 
peoples functioning together in mu- 
tual respect and peace. 


Will Protect Ideal 


That hemisphere, that peace, and 


that ideal we propose to do our 
share in protecting against storms 
from any quarter. Our people and 
our resources are pledged to se- 
cure that protection. From that de- 
termination no American flinches.

ate themselves from the nations of 
other continents—it does not mean 
the Americas against the rest of the 
world.

More 
important than that, practically the 
entire group of leaders in both 
houses in the 1939 session are men 
who held their jobs before—many 
of them long -before—Julius Heil 
entered politics. So Heil did not 
elect them this time. Politically 
they owe him nothing. Some o* 
them, to this correspondent's knowl- 
edge, weren't too pleased when the 
developments of the summer gave 
the party Heil as gubernatorial 
nominee. 
MILWAUKEE ANIMUS 


It must be remembered too, that 


the 1939 legislature, like most of its 
predecessors, will be dominated by 
the rural interests of the state. If 
the old city-country animosity holds 
true again the legislature halls are 
due for some interesting sessions, 
for Heil and his executive office co- 
terie epitomize the city industrial 
men in politics and government. 


More than half of the new state 


senate members are representatives 
of rural constituencies. A good 
share of 'them are farmers. More 
than 60 members of the assembly 
represent rural counties, and a third 
of them are farmers. 


If, for example, the experiences 


of the Milwaukee delegation are du- 
plicated in the 1939 session.

PERSONALITIES 


Thus if anyone supposes that Mr. 


Heil will write the bills and send 
them up to the assembly and senate 
to be passed and made into law. he 
is due for a reawakening. The 1939 
legislature will be liberally sprin- 
kled, in contrast to the Progressive 
sessions last year which were crip- 
pled by lack of leadership, with 
lawmakers who may confidently 
look forward to political careers on 
their own account, and who should 
not be expected to hide their light 
under bushels to help the governor 
along.

Cattle Shipping Fever 


Beware of hemorrhagic septice-

In other -words, shipping fever in 


cattle is abroad. Several outbreaks 
of this disease have been reported. 
In some instances owners have ex- 


perienced 
considerable financial 
loss. 


Even though showing no visible 


evidence of illness, cattle that have 
been exposed to the disease or are 
infected with it, may be the means 
of causing a virulent outbreak, ac- 
cording to Dr. V. S. Larson, live- 
stock sanitation division herd of the 
state department of agriculture and 
markets. 


In all probability, cattle passing 


through public stockyards, 
sales 


barns or other assembling points 
have been exposed to the disease 
at this time, he warns. 


"Where exposure is suspected, all 


cattle should be vaccinated imme- 
diately and isolated from 
other 


cattle for a period of at least three 
weeks,'>the state veterinarian ad- 
vises. "Where the 
disease 
does 


break out, prompt treatment with 
large doses of anti-serum gives very 
satisfactory results."

The brightest spot in the outlook 


for dairy prices and for the 'in- 
come of Wisconsin dairy farmers 
in 1939 is the expected improve- 
ment in city incomes and indus- 
trial activity, according to Don 
Anderson, agricultural economisl 
at the state university. 


In discussing what causes prices 


of dairy products to go. up and 
down, Anderson observed that the 
chief cause is change in city buy- 
ing power. 


He explained that city people 


are the ones who buy the products 
of dairy farmers and • what the 
city people can pay depends upon 
their income. For that reason the 
price of dairy products goes up 
and down with changes in city 
payrolls. 


Next year industrial activity and 


city incomes are expected to av- 
erage substantially higher than in 
1938, but not so high as in 1937. 
This is regarded by Anderson as 
a hopeful sign for the dairy farm- 
er, but he is not too hopeful about 
dairy prices for he reminds that 
city payrolls were not very high 
in 1937 and that the average an- 
nual price of butter in 1937 was 
only 33 cents. 
i 


"Nevertheless 
increased Indus-' 


trial activity and higher consum- 
er incomes is the "best if not the 
only hope "for better incomes for 
Wisconsin 
dairy 
farmers," 
the 


state economist said. 


Dairy Imports Small 


Questioned as to the effect of 


imports of dairy products on dairy 
prices, Anderson _said_ that while 
the state" does have some imports 
of", dairy" products, 
particularly 


cheese, the amount imported is too 
small' to have much influence on 
domestic prices. • 


"Imports..could hardly be blamed 


for the low butter prices in 1938," 
he said, "since the London price 
of butter has been higher than the 
New York price most of-the year 
and practically no butter has" been 
imported." ' 


Imports of butter and cheese are 


always the largest when domestic 
prices are high and the smallest 
when domestic prices 
are low, 


Anderson said, in explaining that 
imports could not be the cause of 
low prices for dairy products. 


In commenting on production 


prospects for the winter, Anderson 
said that milk, production may be 
at a new peak for the winter sea- 
son. Feed supplies are abundant 


and feed prices favorable for feed- 
ing for heavy milk production. 


Reports of the number of heif- 


ers on hand and the number of 
heifer calves being saved indicate 
more than enough to provide for 
the normal replacements in 1939 
and 1940. 


"It appears from these reports," 


Anderson observed, "that the de- 
cline in milk cow numbers which 
started in 1934 has been checked, 
and that an increase is in prospect. 


Feed Supplies 


"Feed supplies are abundant and 


milk cow prices are high compared 
with the general price level for 
farm products. This price ration 
has stimulated the saving of heif- 
er calves and tended to reduce 
culling. In 1938 the 
number of 


cows eliminated from herds was 
relatively high but decidedly less 
than in 1936 and 1937. It seems 
probable, according to current re- 
ports from Washington, that cull- 
ing will decline further — that 
farmers are preparing to increase 
rapidly the number of milk cows 
and other cattle. 


"By regions it appears that all 


areas are likely to participate in 
the expansion. Major increases in 
commercial • dairy production over 
the longer term are likely to come 
in some of the 
old 
established 


dairy areas "where improved prac-i 
tices are being adopted 
and in 


some of the newer areas where 
there have been recent marked 
upward tendencies in production."

Wisconsin avenue, E. Canal street 
and Walnut street at a total cost of 
about $70,000, and the administra- 
tion gave a grant for building a 
2-room addition to McKinley school 
at a cost of $30,000. 


All three projects 
have 


started, although actual work 
the street improvement project 
not get underway until weather 
conditions permit. Work on the oth- 
er two jobs is progressing. 
John Blenker. assistant city build- 


ing inspector, in his yearly report 
showed that there were 219 build- 
ing permits issued during 1938 and 
that the valuation of the construc- 
tion for which these permits were 
granted amounted to $372,631. There 
was an increase of 34 permits in 
comparison to the number issued 
during 1937 when 185 were grant- 
ed, and the valuation increased 
$66.269. The estimated cost of build- 
ing during 1937 was" $306,362. 


Although new homes were erect- 


ed in all of the five wards, statis- 
tics show that the biggest residen- 
tial expansion area is in the First 
ward where 29 new homes were 
built last year. The Fourth ward 
also is building up for 17 dwellings 
were erected there. There xvere 13 
homes built in Ihe Fifth ward, 
four in the Second and two in the 
Third.

While August is credited with 


being the building month of the 
year when the 31 permits issued 
had a valuation of $106,312. the sur- 
prise month was December, the six 
new home accounting f&r most of 
the $23.800 valuation.

By her skill she was 
able to take hundreds of strips 
from the hide. Then she tied the 
strips together, 
and put • them 


around the land in the city of 
Carthage." 


Like most other legends, 
that 


story probably has little or no 
truth in it. 
Dido, Tiowever, was 


worshipped as a goddess by the 
people of Carthage. 


After Carthage had grown to 


great size, another city rose to 
power. 
It was the city of Rome, 


and it became mistress of a mighty 
empire. 


More than 2,200 years ago, war- 


fare broke out between Rome and 
Carthage. 
Peace was made, but 


then there was fighting again. 
Eighty-two years 
after 
the first 


battle between the two cities, 
Carthage was captured and de- 
stroyed. The old record says that 
the buildings kept burning for 
more than, two weeks. 


The 
Roman 
ruler 
Augustus 


caused Carthage to be built once 
more and the city enjoyed six and 
a half centuries more of new life 
before it was captured and de- 
stroyed by an army of Arabs. 


Since that time. 
Carthage has 


been a mass of ruins, but the city 
of Tunis has grown up only about t 
three miles from the place where j 
it stood. Tunis has a population ! 
of more than 200.000. and is the 
most important city in Tunisia. 


The present-day visitor to Tunis 


can make a short trip to the place 
where the remains 
of 
Carthage 


are to be seen. There are parts of 
ancient walls, and of an open-air 
theater. 
Small stretches of Ro- 


man roads and a Roman circus 
ground also have been laid bare 
by men who have dug down to 
find Carthage during the past half- 
century. 


Yet the glory of Carthage has 


passed away, and the city is little 
more than a memory. Rome, on 
the other hand, is a living city. 


Mussolini has read the history 


of the Roman empire, and knows 
that long ago Carthage was won 
by the Romans. It may be that 
this knowledge has led him to 
turn his 'eyes toward Tunis, and 
the region for which it is the chief 
seaoort.

America; they were from the home 
offices and were sending to Ger- 
many more words about the Pan 
American congress than the report- 
ers from the United States 
were 
sending. 


Whatever we may think of the 


solidarity resolution, it hits Ger- 
many as a tremendously " serious 


thing to happen. While it is only a 
resolution in fact, in international 
significance it is a solidarity com- 
pact against the totalitarian ideals 
and purposes of hte Nazi dictator. 
It has created a stir not only in 
Germany, but amongst German in- 
terests all over South America. This 
was especially apparent in the Ar- 
gentine objections to the wording 
of the resolution. 


Argentina is the most important 


Latin American state. Thousands of 
Germans in business there natural- 
ly have resented the growing at- 
titude of the Americans against the 
German program. Recently, out of 
this resentment has come an estab- 
lished resistance. 


A leading German club in Argen- 


tina was ordered from Berlin to em- 
phasize certain adherences to the 
Nazi cause in the way of decora- 
tions and ceremonial recognition of 
the Hitler regime. Members of the 
German colony who belonged to 
the club but who did not fall in 
with the new Nazi order 
were 


blackballed and made the subject of 
social pressure. This indicated the 
close attention to the South Amer- 
ican situation which the Nazi re- 
gime is giving all over South Amer- 
ica. 


That German arms have 
been 


landed both upon the eastern and 
western coast of South America 
there seems no room to doubt. One 
definite incident that has,been re- 
sorted so often that everybody be- 
ieves it, relates to a cargo of Ger- 
man beer which was delivered in a 
southern Republic where it fell un- 
der the suspicious observation of 
he officials who ordered it open- 
ed and found that the beer barrels 
were packed with German rifles. It 
had been consigned to a German 
ociety. That arms have been de- 
iyered secretly from Germany in
